STATISTICS 


According  to  the  Registrar  Generates  mid  year  estimate  the 
population  of  the  district  has  again  shown  an  increase 9  being  l8j210  as 
against  179540  the  previous  year  and  17^180  in  1963. 

During  the  year  under  review  360  live  births  occurred 9  an  increase 
of  40  on  the  previous  year.  8  babies  were  still  born.  Relating  these 
figures  to  the  population^  the  adjusted  Live  Birth  Rate  is  21.7  an 
increase  of  1,6  on  the  previous  year 9  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  a  decrease 
of  11.5  on  the  year  1964. 

9  babies  died  during  their  first  year  of  life  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  of  25.0, Of  these 9  4  occurred  within  the  first 
week9  1  in  the  second  v/eek^  1  in  the  third  weekj  1  in  the  second  month 
and  2  in  the  third  month. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  (from  all  causes)  is  12  more  than  in  the 
previous  year 9  being  212  and  8  more  than  in  I963  v/hen  there  were  204 
deaths.  As  in  previous  years  the  main  cause  of  death  has  been  disease  of 
the  heart  and  blood  vessels 9  accounting  for  just  over  half  of  the  total. 
Relating  the  number  of  deaths  to  the  population  as  a  whole  the  Death  Rate 
for  the  year  is  13.3  more  by  0,2  than  in  I964. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  personal  health  services  have  been  provided  in  the  district  by 
the  Lancashire  County  Council 9  through  its  Divisional  Health 
Administration  Scheme 9  as  the  Local  Health  Authority,  The  essential 
information  in  relation  to  these  services  is  given  in  Section  B  of  this 
report.  Should  you  require  further  details  I  would  refer  you  to  my  Annual 
Report  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer,

6 9 165  dwelling  houses 9  with  a  population  of  I89I6O  persons  are 
supplied  with  water  from  public  mains,  11  houses  v/ith  a  total  of  50 
occupants  drav;  supplies  from  private  wells  or  springs.  These  are  situated 
in  isolated  parts  of  the  district  and  the  dv/ellings  are  in  connection 
with  small  holdings  or  agricultural  land, 

365  nev/  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  town’s  water  mains, 

24  bacteriological  examinations  of  town’s  y/ater  were  made  during  the 
year  and  all  v/ere  satisfactory. 

Water  mains  have  been  renewed  to  the  extent  of  I42  lineal  yards  to 
existing  dwellings  and  29O98  lineal  yards  to  new  dwellings, 

DRAniAGE  AND  SSTN^RAGE 


Sev/age  is  delivered  to  the  East  Lancashire  Road  pumping  station  by 
four  sewers 9  ty/o  of  38”  diameter  and  two  of  30”  and  24’’  diameter 
respectively 9  converging  from  different  areas  of  the  district.  The 
pumping  station  delivers  flows  of  6  times  dry  y/eather  flov/  to  the 
disposal  works  and  flows  in  excess  of  this  enter  the  storm  water  pumping 
station  and  are  discharged  direct  to  Astley  Drook, 


Treatment  is  by  means  of  sedimentation  tanks  and  percolating 
filters  followed  by  final  settlement  in  circular  humus  tanks 9  fitted

The  chief  contravention  is  failure  to  display  a  copy  of  the  abstract, 
but  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  copies  have  only  recently  been  made 
available. 

Frequent  concern  is  expressed  especially  by  shopkeepers  regarding  tne 
provision  of  ventilation  by  means  of  opening  vdndov^^s  or  fanlights,  which 
contradicts  the  safety  precautions  urged  by  the  police. 

The  Act  appears  to  have  been  well  received  and  cooperation  generally 
has  been  good.  Of  the  contraventions  still  outstanding  most  of  the  work 
has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  contractors.
